That position, due lo Egyptian na- 
licmnllsm Is un.satlsfaclory." 

One .symptom of II Ducc'.s (luccr psy- 
chosis Is Hit uncontrollable atavism. 
He .yearns contliuially lor the return 
of the gloiy Hint was Rome, the pomp 
and circumstances of the Ronian Em- 
pire. The need for expansion Is of 
course a good enough aid in his ra- 
tionalization. But Ethiopia obviously 
is not enough, for at the most, nccord- 
tng to a United Press estimate, Italy 
could settle only 000,000 persons in 
Kthiopla. Mussolini has forgotten all 
about Eritrea where there are only 
400 Itallans' in its 200,000 square miles 
of territory, 

So all the Fascist leader really wants 
is a beginning for his scheme, and Al- 
bert Viton in the "Nation" for October 
16 believes he knows where the end is 
Intended. After Ethiopia will come 
Egj'pt,' within "the next twenty-five 
years. Thus with control of the Red 
Sea Italy "would hold a stiletto at the 
heart of the British Empire." "The 
Italian front," he concludes, "Is solid 
agaln.st Britain, and the key to that 
anti-British attitude is the belief that 
Britannia is doomed."
